Those who fail to report will 
run the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding— $6000 fine and 
two years' imprisonment or both, irany persons fall to report, the Food 
Administration oan promise them no leniency, if found guilty of hoarding 


"By directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup- 


ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prerent 
A possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May, June or July 
ire find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands of ^on« 
are stored away in cellars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con-

I asked an ex-surgeon of the 


United States Army this question: 
"Now, suppose a man comes before 
you and says he is in pain, how can 
you tell if he is in pain or not?" His j 
reply was. "You can't tell: you have 
got to take his word for it " 


I have discovered this fact, that 


when there is pain m any part of the 
body there will be a tension of the 
pulse and contraction of the pupil of 
the eye. If there is no tension of the 
pulse and no contraction of the pupil 
•of the eye there is no pain. 


I have also discovered that there is 


a great difference between the pulse 
of the right and left arm. The pulse 
of one arm will tell us of the vitality, 
the constitution of the sick person; 
the pulse of the other arm^will tell us 
of the local trouble, whatever it may 
be, also the real, true condition of the 
patient. When 
the pulse of both 


wrists are alike, full, strong and re- 
gular, the patient i snearly well. 


Some .of the most prominent physi- 


cians in this country are testing this 
discovery in their practice, for it is 
one of the most important yet made 
In this century.

sun was shining. I turned to the man 
on my left and asked, "What's the 
noise, Bill?"

Coming towards us was an old griz- 


zled sergeant, properly fed up with 
the war, so I "awsked" him. 


"Think it's going'to rain, sergeant?' 
He looked at me in contempt, and 


grunted, " 'Ow's it a-goin' ter rain with 
the bloomln' sun a-shlnlnf?" I looked 
guilty. 


"Them's the guns up the line, me 


lad, and you'll get enough of 'em be- 
fore you gets back to Blighty." 
- My knees seemed to wilt, and I 
squeaked out a weak "Oh I" 


Then we started our march up to the 


line in ten-kilo treks. After the firs 
day's march we arrived at our res 
billets. In France they call them res 
billets, because while in them Tommy 
works seven .days a week and on th 
eighth day of the week he is given 
twenty-four hours "on his own." 


Our billet was a spacious affair, a 


large barn on the left side of the road 
which had one hundred entrances 
ninety-nine for shells,- rats, wind an 
rain, and the hundredth one for Tom 
my. I was tired out, and using mj 
shrapnel-proof helmet (shrapnel proo 
until a piece of shrapnel hits It), o 
tin hat, for a pillow, lay down in th 
straw, and was soon fast asleep, 
must have slept about two hours, when 
I awoke with a prickling sensation al 
over me. As I thought, the straw ha 
worked through my uniform. I wok 
up the fellow lying on my left, who ha 
been up the line before, and aske 
him: 


"Does the straw bother you, mate 


It's worked through my uniform and 
can't sleep." 


In a sleepy voice he answered 


"That ain't straw, them's cooties." 


From that time on my friends the 


"cooties" were constantly with me. 


"Cooties," or body lice, are the bane 


of Tommy's existence. 


The aristocracy of the trenches very 


seldom call them "cooties," they speak 
of them as fleas. 


To an American flea means a small 


Insect armed with a bayonet, who is 
wont to jab it into you and then hop- 
skip and Jump to the next place to be 
attacked. 
There is an advantage In 


having fleas on you Instead of "cooties" 
In that In one of his extended jumps 
said flea is liable to land on the fel- 
low next to you; he has the typical 
energy and push of the American, 
while the "cootie" has the bulldog 
tenacity of the Englishman; he holds 
on and consolidates or digs In until 


a bit of stone or sand to prevent splin- 
ters. They were about eighteen inches 
long, and Tommy guarantees that a 
scratcher of this length will reach 
any part of the body which may be at- 
acked. Some of the fellows were lazy 
and only made their scratchers twelve 
nches, but many- a night when on 
guard, looking over the top from the

After 
hey had picketed and fed their horses, 
a "general shirt hunt took place. The 
Toopers Ignored the call "Dinner up," 
and kept on with their search for big 
ga'irie. They had a curious method of 
wocedure. They hung their shirts over 
i hedge and beat them with their en- 
trenching tool handles. 


Lasked one of them why they didn't 


pick them off by hand, and he an- 
swered, "We haven't had a bath for 
nine weeks or a change of clabber. If 
I tried to pick the 'cooties' off my shirt, 
[ would be here for duration of war." 
After taking a close look at his shirt, I 
agreed with him; it was alive. 


The greatest shock a recruit gets 


when he arrives at his battalion in 
France is to see the men engaging in a 
"cootie" hunt. With an air of con- 
tempt and disgust he avoids the'com- 
pany of the older men, until a couple 
of days later, In a torment of itching, 
he also has to resort to a shirt hunt, 
or ^gpend many a sleepless night of 
misery. During these hunts there are 
lots of pertinent remarks bandied back 
and forth among the explorers, such 
as, "Say, Bill, 111 swap you two little 
ones for a big one," or, 'Tve got a 
black one here that looks like Kaiser1

The sergeant major put 
his head In the door of the billet an<J, 
shouted: "C. of E. outside for church 
parade I" 


I kept on writing. Turning to me, In. 


a loud voice< he asked, "Empey, aren't 
you C. of E.?" 


I answered, "Yep." 
In an angry tone, he commanded, 


"Don't you 'yep' me. Say," 'Yes, ser- 
geant major.'" 
"I did so. Somewhat mollified, he 


ordered, "Outside for church parade." 


I looked up and answered, "I am 


not going to church this morning." 


He said, "Oh, yes, you are!" 
I answered, "Oh, no, I'm not I"—But 


I went. 
We lined up outside with rifles and 


bayonets, 120 rounds of ammunition, 
wearlng~our tln_ hats, and the march 
to church began. After marching about 
five kilos, we turned off the road into 
an open field. At one end of this field 
the chaplain was standing In a limber. 
We formed a semicircle around him. 
Overhead there was a black speck cir- 
cling round and round In the sky. This 
was a German Fokker. The chaplain 
had a book in his left hand—left eye 
on the book—right eye on the airplane. 
We Tommies-were lucky, we had no 
books, so had both eyes on the air- 
plane.
